He visited the United States in 
December, 1925, and on his return 
to Russia pictured the. United 
States as money mad, : 

The suicide’ caused a sensation 
in artistic circles. This is the 
second instancejin recent years in 
which a Soviet poet has killed 
himself, Sergie Yessenin, husband 
of the late Isadora Duncan, having 
killed himself in Leningrad in 


1925, 


Mayakovsky had frequently con- 
demned Yessenin’s. ‘suicide and 
much.mystery, therefore, surrounds 
his own act. He left a farewell let- 
ter to his camrades, saying: “I 
know that suicide is not the way to 
solve our difficulties but I had to 
do it. The best memory for me 
will be when my friends lead the 
world to a better future.” 


Friend of Trotzky; Known as Poet 
of the Revolution, 
By the Associated reas. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—Vladi- 
mir Mayakovsky, Russian poet who 
committed suicide today, was 
known as a poet of the revolution, 
achieving his greatest popularity 
during the stormy years which fol- 
lowed the fall of the Romanoffs. 

During the revolution, he _ ac- 
companied Trotzky on a speaking 
tour, reciting his poetry after 
speeches. His fame 
reached its peak at that time and 
some collections of his poetry sold 
by the hundreds of thousands. 

Mayakovsky, who was regarded 
as a leading exponent of futurist 
poetry, founded a futurist school of 
art about 1910 with Vladimir Bur- 
livk, a Russian painter. The first 
work of the school, the pupils of 
which wore yellow blouses and 
painted their faces, was not re- 
garded as important,. but with the 
departure of the artists of the old 
school during the revolution, it 
athieved a degree of prominence. 

Later-the poet published a maga- 
zine, “Art of the Commune,” and 
another “Artistic Work in Indus- 
try. %? 

Mayakovsky, who was 36 years 
old, looked more like a-prizefighter 
than a poet, according to his Rus- 
sian friends in America. He was 
more than 6 feet tall and spoke al- 
ways in a deep bags voice. He came 
of an intellectual family, but allied 
himself with the Bohemian school 
in youth and thereafter. was fore- 
most among the modernists. He 
was born July,7, 1893, at Bagdada 
in Kubainsk.

The conferees also accepted the 
higher House duties on silk cloth- 
ing and the lower House rates on 
photographic paper. 

The following House duties in 
the silk schedule, compared with 
present rates, were agreed wpon: 
Spun silk yarn, bleached, dyed, 
colored or plied, 50 per cent, now 
45 per cent; jacquard-figured Wwo- 
ven fabrics, 65 per cent, now 66 
per cent; clothing not specially pro- 
vided for, 65 per cent, now 60 per 
cent 

These Senute increases 
cepted: Silk pile fabrics, 
wholly cut or wholly uncut, 60 
per cent, now 69 per cent; the 
saine, With pile partly cut, 70 per 
cent, now 60 per cent, 

In the rayon schedule the con- 
ferees retained in the bill the House 
provision that rayon yarns shall be 
dutiable at not less than 45 cents 
a pound. The Senate bill made 
this minimum 490 cents, and the 
present law is 45 per cent.

Decision Reverses Ruling of State 
Supreme Court, 

The United States Supreme 
Court's decision reversed a ruling 
of the Missouri Supreme Court o 
Feb. 11, 1929, that the Migsouri 
Insurance Co, had no _ right to 
non-taxable securities 
and deduct total liabilities from 
taxable assets alone in making its 
personal property return. for taxes.

The State court, in an opinion 
written by Judge Ragland, with 
the concurrence of all the other 
judges, held that: total libabilities 
should be deducted from total as- 
sets. It found that the concemn’s 
$354,265 taxable assets were 79.03 
per cent of total assets, and that 
79.08 per cent of total laWilities 
was $263,554. This, it ruled, was 
the proper deduction, and the re- 
mainder, $90,711, was subject 
taxation. 

On this computation the State 
court ruled that the company’s 
claim that an assessment made by 
the Board of Equalization, $50,000, 
was without merit. The return had 
showed $20,779 subject to taxation, 
since the concern had excluded 
$94,000 nontaxable Government 
bonds,from its cémputation and 
deducted $333,846 total liabilities 
from $354,265 taxable assets.

WASHINGTON, April 14.-~ The 
White House has made public a 
statement of the Department of 
Justice defending decisions of 
Judge John J. Parker, whose nomi- 
nation for Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court is being’ at- 

tacked, The text follows: 

“The Department of J ce has 
prepared the following memoran- 
dum on the opinion of Circuit 
Judge John J. Parker in iInterna- 
tional organization, United Mine 
Workers of America vs. Red Jacket 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Co,, 18 
F (2 D) $39: 

“This and companion cases were 
suits brought by coal mining com- 
panies in West Virginia to enjoin 
the United Mine Workers, who had 
declared a strike in an attempt to 
unionize the field, from interfering 
with the companies’ employes by 
violence, threats, intimidation, 
picketing and the like, or by pro- 
curing them to break their con- 
tracts with the plaintiffs. 

“The trial court found that the 
defendants were maliciously endea- 
voring to cause the employes of the 


} plaintiffs to violate their contracts 


of employment with the plaintiffs 
and were by force, intimidation 
and violence, endeavoring to com- 
pel the plaintiffs’ employes to 
cease work and enjoined these acts. 


pressed was that the defendants 
were not interfering with interstate 
commerce and therefore the Fed- 
eral Courts had no jurisdiction. The 
Circuit Court of Appeals held that 
interstate commerce was involved 
and based its decision on the Coro- 
nado case, 268 U. S, 295. 

“Another point .urged by the 
Mine Workers in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals was that the injunction 
was too broad and went beyond in- 
junction against force, violence and 
intimidation and in effect enjoined 
interference with the plaintiffs’ 
employes by means of peaceful per- 
suasion. 

“The opinion discloses that statin 
tiffs’ employes had entered into 
contracts that they would not join 
the union while remaining in the 
plaintiff's sérvice. 

“In his opinion Judge 
said: 

*“**What the decree forbids ig this 
“inciting, inducing or persuading 
the employes of plaintiff to break 
their contracts of employment; and

What was said in the Hitéhman 


case with respect to this matter’ is 
conclusive of the point involved 
here.’ ’ 

“The case to which Judge Parker 
referred was the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Hitchman Coke and | 
Coal Co. vs. Mitchell, 245 U. S. 229. 
In that case the defendants had 
peaceably persuaded plaintiff's em- 
ployes to break contracts similar 
to those involved in the case‘ dealt 
with by Judge Parker. The court 
in its decision said: 

*“ ‘Another fundamental error in 
defendant's position consists in the 
assumption that all measures that 
may be resorted to are lawful if 
they are “‘peaceable’’—that is, if 
they stop short of physical vio- 
lence, or coercion through fear: of 
it. In our, opinion, any violation 
of plaintiff's legal rights contrived 
by defendants for the purpose of | 
inflicting damage or having that 
as its necessary fact, is as plainly 
inhibited by the law as if it in- 
volved a’ breach of the peace. A 
combination to procure concerted 
breaches of contract by plaintiff's 
employes constitutes such a viola- 
tion, that is, a violation of the 
plaintiff's legal right.’ 

“It-does not appear from Jhdge 
Parker's opinion that any question 
was raised by counsel in the Red 
Jacket case as to the validity of 
the contracts between the plain- 
tiffs and, their employes by which 
the, latter agreed not to join the 
union,” 

“An examination of the briefs of 
counsel filed in this case discloses 
no slggestion or contention that 
the contract between the mining 
companies and their wunonunion 
employes prohibiting the latter 
from joining the union was illegal 
or void as against. public policy or 
for any other reason. Counsel ~as 
well as the Cirevit Judges, quite. 
correctly considered the Hitchman 
case conlusive on that point, for in 
its opinion 245 U. 8. 250, the Bu- | 
preme Court had declared: 

“That the plaintiff was» acting 
within its lawful rights in employ- 
ing its men only upon terms of

Passenger Falls Dead When 
He Rises in His Seat and 
Touches Charged Part of 
Ship. =.

YPSILANTI, Mich., April 14-— 
Two men gave their lives :n futile 
rescue attempts after an airplane 
became entangled in high voltage 
wires while making a landing at 
Ypsilanti airport yesterday after- 
noon. <A passenger in t”e plane 
was killed as he tried to Jump from 
the burning ship. — 

.The dead are Levi Keppler, 24 
years old,’teller in the Farmers and 
Mech. nics’ Bank of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., passenger; Harry Walters, 
31, superintendent of tho airport, 
sought to rescue Keppler, and 

* Clawson, 60, retired farmer who 
her to save Walters. 

The plane was owned ont piloted 
by Leon Hanselmann, 23, of Ann 
Arbor. In making a landing at the 
field, Hanselmann undershot the 
field and ‘the plané struck the 
wires. The pilot was thrown to the 
ground. The plane was -uspended 
20 feet above, fire flashing from 
the high voltage lines. Keppler 
stood up in his seat but touched a 
charged part of the ship and fell 
back dead, 

Witnesses said Walters ran to the 
plane, carrying a fire extinguisher,

Stimson, Reviewing the Work 
Of Parley, Says U. S. Delegates 


Achieved Mission 


All Decisions of Americans on Important Is- 
sues Unanimous—Predicts Improve- 
ment in Relations With Japan.. 


By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, April 14. — In 
the opinion of Secretary of State 
Stimson, the London naval con- 


ference hag reached a lower level 
of fleet limitation agreements 
“than any of us on any delegation 
felt confident could be attained 
when we came here.” 

Speaking from London, the 
head of the American delegation 
told a world-wide radio audience 
yesterday. 

“We have reached the lowest 
level that I have ever heard seri- 
ously discussed before.” 

The text of the Secretary's ad- 
dress was made public by the State 
Department. It was delivered in 
this country over the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. The address 
follows: 

“Almost three months ago the 
American delegation landed in En- 
gland to take part in the London 
naval conference. In order to un- 
derstand its purpose and to ap- 
praise the results which have been 
accomplished it. is necessary to 
view the background and history 
of which it is a part. 

“Naval limitation has formed a 
part of the organized efforts of 
the world to limit international 
suspicions and promote good rela- 
tions. It is a new effort and has 
grown. gradually. At the first 
Hague conference in 1899 the sub- 
ject of limitation of arms was one 
of the purposes for which the con- 
ference was called, but all that re- 
sulted was a resolution favoring 
restriction as a desirable end. At 
the second Hague conference in, 
1907 it was considered too danger- 
ous to put on the program. Naval 
competition was going on un- 
checked in those days as it had 
been in one shape or another for 
centuries. This particular naval 
race ended in the great war in 
1914, and when that war was over 
another competitive naval building 
race had begun. 

“This latter one included the 
United States. For the first time 
in our history we found ourselves 
facing the irritations and ill-will 
arising from naval competition. 
Neither the experiences of the war 
nor the exhaustion which it caused 
prevented the world from resum- 
ing naval competition and we 
found ourselves entangled in it. 
Change in Moral 
“Under these circumstances, 
President Harding called ‘the 
Washington conference and Mr. 
Hughes made his historic pro- 
posals. They were historic because 
they changed the moral standards 
of the world. Before those pro- 
posals were made, human experi- 
ence seemed to indicate that naval 
competition was inevitable. Since 
that day the conscience of the 
world has insisted that naval limi- 
tation by mutual agreement shall 
take the place of competition. The 
Washington conference achieved 
enough to prove that what the con- 
science of the world demanded was 
a practical possibility. From the 
date of ratification of the Wash- 
ington treaty not a battleship has 
been laid down by any nation in 
the world. 
“But, though the success of that 
conference was great, it was not 
complete. Only two kinds of war- 
ships were limited; cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines were not; 
and after the conference adjourned 
competitive building began in those 
types—com petition which bade fair 
to become dangerous. 
“The preparatory commission of 
the League of Nations tried again 
and again to agree upon methods 
of limitation but failed. In 1927 
President Coolidge called the 
three- Power conference at Geneva, 
but that enference failed to 
reach an agreement. Yet the work 
of these meetings was not entire- 
ty lost, for each one gave tangi- 
ble evidence that the world be- 
lieved in the principle of limita- 
tion and agreement. But each 
failure showed the extraordinary 
difficulty of reaching an interna- 
tional agreement upon that most 
vital concern of every sovereign 
state—national defense. 
Necessary. 
“and the aftermath of each fail- 
ure made it more and more evi- 
dent that an agreement was neces- 
sary to the good relations and sta- 
bility of the naval world. Inter- 
national suspicion, irritation and 
ii-will, the ugly children of naval 
competition, began to show their 
heads again. At the very time 
when the world needed ali its re- 
sources to recover financially and 
economically from the exhaustion 
of the great war the navies of the 
world were beginning to build up 
an expensive and dangerous rival- 
ry. It was time to try again 
halt this process. . 
“The other naval Powers sug- 
gested that Great Britain and the 
United States should see if they 
could get close enough together in 
their figures to give assurance that 
the failure of Geneva would not be 
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American delegation here was dif- 


Washingon treaty the United 
States has laid down on battle- 
ships, no aircraft carriers and no 
dustroyers—and only three subma- 
rines. Impelled by the cruiser 
construction of the other nations 
our Congress had instituted a cruis- 
er program but only two ships of 
that program were in.the water. 
Our navy was ill-balanced. The 
end of the battleship holiday in- 
stituted by the Washington treaty 
was approaching and most of our 
other ships were becoming old and 
approaching their normal time for 
replacement. 5 
Relation ,of Ficets Fixed. 

“The question was, should the 
United States replace the bulk of 
its navy on a competitive basis or 
upon a basis of limitation reached 
but mutual agreement with the 
other’ naval nations of the world? 
Would the other countries whose 
navies Were in better condition 
than ours agree to such limitation 
without taking advantage of their 
better bargaining position? It is to 
the credit of the faith in the prin- 
ciple of limftation held by Great 
Britain and Japan that they made 
no such effort. 

“Our principal objective when 
we came here was to extend the 
principle of limitation by agree- 
ment so that it should cover all 
the elements of the fleet and thus 
complete what had been left un- 
done at Washington, at the league, 
and at Geneva. So far as the fieets 
of Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States are concerned, that 
purpose has been achieved. There 
can now be no competition between 
us. The relation of the fleets is 
fixed. 

“Furthermore, the habit of mutual 
agreement has received one more 
successful precedent. The principle 
of limitation is strengthened by its 
successful practice. At the first 
meeting of the conference in Janu- 
ary, I made this statement: ‘“‘Na- 
val limitation is a continyous proc- 
ets. We regard disarmament as a 
goal to be réached by successive 
steps, by frequent revision and im- 
provement. Human affairs are not 
static, but are moving, and we be- 
lieve improving. * * * For that rea- 
son we feel that the sound and ob- 
vious course is to reach such 
agreements as may be possibile 
now, with the knowledge that they 
are open to revision at appropriate 
periods. 

Favorable Attitude Strengthened. 

“By our present agreement the 
favorable attitude of the world is 
made stronger than ever. * The 
benefit of this momentum wil! not 
be limited to the three Powers who 
have actually reached a basis of 
mutual agreement, but will ex- 
tend also to the efforts of our 
friends, the French and the Ital- 
ians, to achieve that goa] in the 
future. 

“Limitation to be effective must 
be made willingly and with confi- 
dence. We have every hope that 
France and Italy will eventually 
join in a limitation of their fleets 
similar to that which we have at- 
tained, but that is a result which 
to be effective must come only 
when each country fully realizes 
the advantages which will follow. 

“As I have thus pointed out, the 
main purpose for which this con- 
ference was called was to stop the 
dangers of competition in* arma- 
ments and to establish the mutual 
confidence and good-will which 
come with agreement. It is this 
purpose which connects the confer- 
ence with the great movement for 
world peace. 

“Reduction in expenditures, im- 
portant as it is to each individual) 
nation, is merely a by-product of 
the other and primary purpose. 
Moreover, reduction is 2 benefit 
which will be increasingly realized 
as the nations of the world pro- 
gress in the security obtained by 
agreement. It is only as mutual 
confidence develops with increasing 
experience that nations reduce 
more and more drastically their 
military protection. Thus experi- 
ence under the Washington treaty 
in regard to battleships has been 
such that the nations are cager 
‘now to reduce the battleship fleets 
more rapidly than was thought | 
possible in 1922. 

“Nevertheless, it is proper for 
me to point out the great reduc- 
tions and economies which ovr 
agreement will accomplish. 

“The first great economy which 
we shall achieve is not a reduction 
but a holiday or postponement of 
construction of ships. Under the 
schedules of the Washington treaty. 
the United States was to lay down. 
10 new battleships and to complete 
five of them during the next six 
years. Under our present arrange- 
ment none of these vessels will be 
laid down. This means that ap- 
proximately $300,000,000 which

TEMPORARY BRITISH-SOVIET 
TRADE ARRANGEMENT MADE 


Under-Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs Announces Deal Pending 


LONDON, ‘April 14.—Hugh Dal- 
ton, Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, announced in ‘Parliament 
today that negotiations had been 
completed for a trade arrange- 
ment with Soviet Russia pending 
conclusion of a full Anglo-Soviéet 
trade treaty. ; 

The arrangement provides for 
most favored nation treatment in 
respect of trade-and, with certain 
special exceptions, In respect of 
shipping, as between the two 
countries, the Under-Seoretary ex- 
plained. The agreement also gives 
the Soviet Government the right to 
establish their trade delegation in 
London, consisting of the Soviet 
trade representatives and two 
deputies from the Soviet embassy. 

The agreement was a temporary | 
one, subject to cancellation after 
six months’ notice, Dalton conclud- 
ed.

The former President, now at 
the head of the ministry that links 
the Federal and State Govern- 
ments, specifically ordered that all 
priests be called upon to register 
within 10 days. By this action he 
invokes the terms of the. trgice 
reached between the Catholic 
Church and the Mexican Govern- 
ment last June after a controversy 
lasting three years. 

One of the chief features of this 
accord, described at the time by 
Portes Gil as the basis for a settie- 
ment, was agreement by the Vati- 
can to observe the Mexican law 
requiring registration of -priests. 
The Mexican Government, on its 
part, agreed to register only those 
priests designated by the Catholic 
hierachy in Mexico. 

In his circilar of instructions to 
the Governors, Portes Gil also: 
called for enforcement of the Fed- 
eral.laws prescribing religious ex-. 
ercises in public or private schools, 
He quoted the law providing that 
only registered priests may offict- 
ate in churches. 

The instructions sent out by 
Portes Gil contain the following 
paragraph: | 

“Register priests and ministers 
of any cults whatsoever, as well as 
persons in charge of temples. Reg- | 
istration shall be made in strict 
conformity with the law regulating 
the constitution and for no reason 
shall the number of ministers or! 
priests exceed that fixed by the 
decree of the State Legislatures.” 

The Constitution provides that 
each State Legislature may fix the 
number of priests within its boun-.

Nepotism and Legislators’ Pay. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE Supreme Court at Jefferson City 


a few days ago held the nepotism 
amendment to the Constitution, adapted 
from the new Constitution submitted in 
February, 1924, self-enforcing and oust- 
ed county officials of Stone County from 
their offices for appointing their wives 
as deputies, in violation of it. 

This is one of the six minor or less im- 
portant sections or articles of the new 
Constitution submitted in February, 1924, 
which was adopted.. Fifteen other and 
more important progressive articles sub- 
mitted at the same time were rejected. 
Among those rejected was an article pro- 
viding that members of the Legislature 
should be paid an adequate and modern 
compensation for their services, I believe 
it was $1000 per annum. This was re- 
jected by the people, who, on the same 
ballot, voted for the nepotism section; 
thus demonstrating either thoughtless- 
ness, ignorance or inconsistency on the 
part of the average voter—who thus 
leaves his legislator to serve him for the 
sum of $5 per day as provided by the 
Constitution of 1875, 55 years ago, when 
board and room could be had in Jeffer- 
son City for $12.50 per month. The vot- 
er in 1924 decided that he would pro- 
hibit him from appointing any member 
of his family to clerk or secretary, but 
still require him to serve for $6 per day 
when he cannot now live in Jefferson 
City for that sum, 

A constitutional amendment to give 
the voters another chance to correct this 
wrong and provide a just compensation 
for members of the Legislature is to be 
submitted again in November next. It ts 
to be hoped it will meet with approval 
this time. H, M,

It was the Jones law, which made felonies of 
what had formerly been misdemeanors, that pro- 
posed absolutely to sacrifice the right of castle. The 
Jones law is the high watermark of prohibition’s 
contempt for the liberties of the people. Here is 
what it Says: 

Whenever a penalty or penalties are prescribed 
in a criminal prosecution by the national prohibi- 
tion act as dmended and supplemented for the 
illegal manufacture, sale, transportation, impor- 
tation or exportation of intoxicating liquor as 
defined by Section 1 title 2 of the national pro- 
hibition act, the penalty imposed for each such 
offense shall be a fine not to exceed $10,000 or 
imprisonment not to exceed five years or both. 
Provided that it is the intent of Congress that 
the Court in imposing sentence hereunder should 
discriminate between casual or slight violations 
and habitual sales of intoxicating liquor or at- 
tempts to commercialize violations of the law. 


Thus the Jones amendment to#the Volstead law 
makes felonies of those four offenses, and felonies 
come under the doctrine of hue and cry. If Fed- 
eral Judges consider the reassertion of the right of 
castle in the Willis-Campbell act to have been abro- 
gated by the Jones law, the American home loses 
that sanctity with which it has been invested by law 
among the English speaking peoples from the time 
of Magna Charta. Happily, not every Federal Judge 
so believes. He has his choice between them. If 
he is steadfast in the tradition of American liberty, 
he holds that the home cannot be invaded without 
warrant. As for Congress and its contradictions, it 
can be said only that since it has been doing the 
bidding of the Anti-Saloon League its right hand 
knows not what its left hand does. It is a situation 
which Congress should clarify. If it does not do so, 
the United States Supreme Court will have to do it.

We have often’ made the point that it is impos- 
sible to eliminate by law man’s instinct for gambling 
and that, instead of refusing to countenance gam- 
bling officially and thus inviting it to flourish under 
protection of corrupt public officials, it would’ be 
better to place it under severe regulation.

It exists there 
in flagrant form, but we have our share of the 
racket on this side of the river. St. Louis itself is 
full of handbook joints which flourish openly despite 
the efforts of police to stop them, while just outside 
St. Louis County is the sumptuous craps and roulette 
layout known as Biltmore. St. Louis County was 
able to rid itself of the rash of dog tracks which 
invaded it some years ago, and. the Los Angeles Club 
in Brentwood for some reason or other closed its 
doors; but in the main the gamblérs have been left 
remarkably free to operate. 

No community can entirely stamp out gambling, 
but public decency is always possible. 
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Senator Tydings, in asserting that liquor can be 
bought in any. town in the country, proves his can- 
niness by restricting his challenge to towns of 2500 
population or larger. Westerville, O., has 2480. 
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PRISONS AND. PRISON FARMS. 
The Beaumont (Tex.) Enterprise denies that cau- 
tion impelled the Prison Board of that state in re- 
fusing to receive any more prisoners at the institu- 
tion, and says that “acute congestion that already 
exists” caused the board’s action. The Enterprise says 
the actual overflow is nearer 2000, and thinks it is 
“something of a mystery” that no such outbreak as 
the recent one in Missouri has occurred in Texas, in 
view of the overcrowding. It hazards the opinion that 
scattering the prisoners on farms may have something 
to do with it. That, of course, is what has kept the 
peace in Texas. Penologists agree that no more than 
1500 men should be concentrated in one prison: Mis- 
souri has nearly 4000. Texas houses about 700 men 
in its main plant at Huntsville; the others are spread 
over 16 farms. A similar plan for taking ‘care of 
Missouri’s prisoners is being considéred, and Texas 
offers a good example of how this method works. 
The Enterprise says there have been many escapes 
from these farms—359 in 1929. The Penal Informa- 
tion Society points out that the farms are too widely 
scattered for efficient administration. In that point 
is a lesson for Missouri. 7 |

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CENSORSHIP BY RULE OF ‘THUMB. 

England just now is witnessing. an- example of 
the vagaries of censorship. Moved by. the scenes of 
misery at Thames. Embankmetit, where penniless 
persons go to spend the night, a woman of humani- 
tarian impulses had motion pictures made of the 
sufferers there. These she used as a setting for a 
simple story of two types which contribute the ma- 
jority of such human derelicts.. These were a miner 
who came from the country in, hope-of finding work, 
only to add himself to the shoals of! unemployed: 
and an ignorant girl who found herself ensnared by 
purveyors to the underworld. The purpose of the 
film Was-to warn laborers away from London, and 
to tell girls of the protection offered by the travel- 
ers’ aid sdcieties. The thing was done with restraint 
and without exaggeration; it was as prosaic a tract 
as the films might depict. 

The censor, however, rejected the piece, which 
was called “The Night Patrol.” On being questioned 
as to hid reason by Bernard Shaw, who had become in- 
terested, the censor responded that it was a rule 
that no depictions of white slavers: were permitted 
in British films. As a great concession, he would 
pass the film with the miner’s story alone, “for 
adults”; the girl’ experiences to be cut out. Mr. 
Shaw, with the rest of the public, had seen on the 
screen gilded palaces of sin and various portrayals 
of life beyond the pale. Yet when the recruiting

T myriad of precedent’; to Coke it is the 

“perfection of reason.”’ : 

When that great hero of the legal imag- 
ination, the “average reasonable man,” en- 
deavors to determine to which of these 
views he shall subscribe, he is genuinely 
and sorely perplexed. He has an innate re- 
spect for constituted authority and a not 
wholly unselfish reverence for the institu- 
tion which protects his liberty, his safety 
and his property. When he thinks of this 
he votes with Coke; 

On the other hand, when he contem- 
plates the continual reversals of lower by 
higher courts he begins to wonder what it 
is all about. When he observes successive 
important decisions rendered by a divided 
bench, whose minority in a dissenting opin- 
ion characterize as fallacious and unsound 
the authoritative utterance of their own 
court, he begins to lean very much to Ten- 
nyson. We laWyers might as well confcss 
that the layman is entitled to receive from 
us, if not an excuse, at least an explanation 
for the mystifying procedure under which 
nine Judges of the highest court in the land 
—assumed, and in gefierul rightly assumed 
to be learned leaders of the profession and 
versed in the law—may reach a conclusion 
by a vote of five to four anc hand down 
two opinions each of which eruditely proves 
to its writer’s satisfaction that the other is 
egregiously wrong.

The minority usually couches in no un- 
certain terms its demonstration that the ma- 
jority is steeped in error.

There is something in this process of- 
fensive to the American passion for uni. 
formity. We have come too much to wor- 
ship the ideal of mass production in things 
spiritual and intellectual as well ag in 
things materi&l, Generally we like to thfhk 
of our law as something clean cut, certain, 
logical and easily understood, and of our 
ministers of justice, as Wise; learned, and 
efficient officers who can apply this ‘system 
of law to the facts i i very much asthe , 
cook cuts the dough with a cake mold. The 
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layman is generally unable to fathom why 
the courts should not function summarily 
without dissent and without friction very 
much as the umpire functions.at a baseball 
game. 

Primarily, dissent exists because the law 
deals with material which is the most com- 
plicated, difficult and least understood in 
the world. That material is human life 
and experience. It is as varied as men are 
different. Its manifestatiofts are as multi- 
farious as are the affairs of men, The law 
has to deal with human_mot'ves, good and 
bad, clear and obscure; with human con- 
duct in every occupation and trade and pro- 
fession and business; with the complicated 
processes which man has created for gov- 
ernment.

Thus, the Judge’s function is completely 
differentiated from that of the mere umpire 
oF referee. The referee at the football 
game has many rules to enforce; he must 
choose which is applicable, interpret, and 
apply it. We have sometimes seen the 
football officials disagree among themselves 
or reverse their rulings. . Recalling this pic- 
ture, we may perhaps marvel less to find 
dissent among Judges who must arbitrate 
not the mere playing of a team for 60 
minutes, but, continuously through the 
years, the play and‘the work and the én- 
deavors of millions, and must give coherent 
rules of conduct for man’s myriad activi- 
ties, ceaselessly impacting upon ane an- 
other. 

The law is not a dead or static mechan- 
ism. It is a living organism which grows 
and develops to meet the ever-shifting pano- 
rama of life. Its progress is slowed on the 
one hand by adherence to precedent which 
keeps it stable; and quickened on the other 
by the poignant desire of its ministers to 
make it conform with the social and eco- 
nomic and political needs of the age.

The dissenting opinion voices 4t times the 
protest against too speedy departure from 
accepted faith and too slight respect for 
settled authority; at other times it strikes 
with appro riate impatience at the shackles 
which bind the law too firmly to outworn 
creeds and bygone technicalities. Even 
though it never becomes the majority 
view, it is no voice crying in the wilderness. 
The dissenting Judge, if he achieves noth- 
ing else, at least whets the reasoning and 
clarifies the expression of the majofity. He 
accentuates the points of agreement and of 
difference and thus more accurately defines 
and delimits the actual holding of the case. 
He offers himself as a kind of intellectual 
‘anvil upon which the hammer of the ma- 
jority may beat out and .-finely fashion an 
exactly wrought declaration of the law of 
the case. ‘The exercise of this function 
alone would justify his existence. And, over 
and above this, he often points the path by 
which future generations shall proceed on | 
the never-ending quest for justice. '

Spriritually en- 
riched and deeply humanized 
the best that may be inherited 
from the ages and by his intimate 
contacts with men of many races 
and social levels in all parts of the 
world, his sympathies are opposed 
to all the artificialties, hypocrisies 
and, as he believes, fatal follies of 
our compiex. society. He might 
well be described as an “aristo- 
cratic radical;” aristocratic in the 
sense of uncompromising devotion 
to those values which distinguish 
the human from the brute; and 
radical in his opposition toa 
scheme seen as hostile to those 
values.
